Gentlemen, you are looking at a letter-sized 
paper reproduction of a drawing labelled 
here n D-29, u ]> as in Delta. It represents 
the right side of the head and the right 
shoulder and upper chc s t of president 
Kennedy. For demon str at ion purposes, the 
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drawing shows the wounds in a general way, 
arrows indicate the direction of the 
missile, the arrov? behind the back of the 
head has the word "in," i-n, and the arrow 
you see in front of the wound on the right 
side and top of the head is labelled 
"out," o-u-t. you see a relatively small 
wound of entry in the back of the head and 
you see a much larger wound of exit 
irregular on the right side of the head. 
This indicates the direction of the 
bullet striking the back of the head 
coming o\)t on the right side. If you take 
the _ middle of this wound of exit, the 
general direction of this missile path, 
p-a-t-h, is from' the rear to the front 
going downward.
